Now the Southland, which 
l-ately was Hying the American Jlag, | 
suddenly was charged into a British i 
transport."

A wireless dispatch from 
Berlin last week quoted a telegram 
from Sofia to the effect that, a Brit-

The Bril- 
ish Pharmacopoeia! tincture is weak- 
er and suitable 1'or use without dilut- 
ing. 


Before operation the standard prep- 
aration of the skin is now summed

the skin being not washed for twelve 
hours before the iodine is applied. 
Water causes skin cells to swell and 
obstruct small spaces between glands 
of the skin where germs may lurk 
beyond the penetration o? the iodine.
